Steady Downpour Boosts Un- 


derground Supply in 
‘‘Ideal’’ Storm 





Seven and a half inches of rain, 
falling at times quite heavily, but 
never hard enough to cause the 
slightest damage, have today been 
recorded in one of the most ideal 
storms ever to cover the citrus 


district. 


At noon today the rainfall fig- 


ures were: 24 hours, 1.19 inches; 


storm, 5.57 inches; season, 7.49 


inches; year ago, 3.12 inches, 
J. R. Johnston, weather observ- 
er on West Twenty-second street, 


reported the precipitation figures 


at 1 o'clock. 
“It is raining hard right now,” 


he added. In the downtown dis- 


trict at that time, however, not a 


drop was falling. 


“The storm has been like that,” 


he explained. “In some places 
there would be a heavy downpour. 
It just depends where the heavy 
clouds go.” 


In general, however, the storm 


has been over all the citrus dis- 
trict, spreading a generous amount 
of precious water over a large 
area. Usually Upland gets more 
rain than any other part of the 
district, but in the current storm 
Etiwanda and Ontario have re- 
corded more rain. 


There has been no run-off of 


water, engineers reporting that 
the underground basin has receiy- 
ed all of the precipitation.

Prophet With Honor 


True prophets are frequently without honor not only in 
their ‘‘own country’’ but in their own generation and genera- 
tions to follow. A hundred and fifteen years ago, James Mon- 


roe, fifth President of the United States, made the pronounce- 
ment that any attempt by any European Power to invade, col- 
onize or dominate any nation of the Western Hemisphere 
could not be viewed in ‘‘any other light than as a manifesta- 
tion of an unfriendly disposition toward the United States’’. 

Thus was born the Monroe Doctrine—born to bitter erit- 
icism. In 1823, Europe was months away by sailing vessel; 
transportation of formidable military forces across the At- 
lantic was exceedingly difficult. The Latin republics were not 
fearful of Europe—they feared the United States, the ‘‘ Colossus 
of the North’’, and interpreted the Doctrine as a Yankee safe- 
guard against competition in exploitation of South American 
peoples. And so the memory of James Monroe came to be hated 
by them. Many Americans, too, were in opposition, convinced 
that the Doctrine placed upon us an unwise obligation that in- 
vited war. 

But now, at the eighth Pan-Americaw conference, at lima, 
Peru, of representatives from 21 countries of both American 
eontinents—including Secretary of State Hull and Alfred M. 
Landon for the United States—the delegation of Venezuela 
announces to all governments: ‘‘The moment demands that 
we undertake examination of the problem of continental se- 
curity . for America the moment has arrived to think and 
work continentally to unify its action and its methods of de- 
fense in the face of emergencies that might arise.’’ 

“The moment has arrived’’!—the moment that James Mon- 
roe previsioned generations before invention of the 3800-mile- 
an-hour bombing plane! The moment has arrived, also, when 
universal and grateful recognition should be accorded James 
Monroe as one of the greatest of American Presidents—a 
prophet to be honored not only in his own country but in all 
the nations of this hemisphere. 

—o—— — 

There seems to be a growing sentiment among congressmen 
in favor of a return to fiscal sanity on the part of the federal 
government—and it is not coming any ioo soon. It is sincere- 
ly hoped that this will be the beginning of something or other 
that will lead to balanced budgets—the establishment of a 
definite program for retiring the mountainous public debt. If 
the next Congress follows the example of the last few and again 
throws all caution to the winds in voting appropriations it will 
still further retard the much hoped for recovery movement 
that has been started by the few. The Republican gains 
throughout the nation is going to mean much. toward bringing 
many of the extravagant boys in Congress around to a sensible 
financial program. The country is good and tired of a new 
high in regard to the public debt being reached each succeed- 
ing month.

Before the November elections they were ad- 
vising voters that the 1938 election would be a mandate of the 
people—and that the outcome should be considered as approval 
or disapproval of the New Deal.

tions to follow. A hundred and fifteen years ago, James Mon- 
roe, fifth President of the United States, made the pronounce- 
ment that any attempt by any European Power to invade, col- 
onize or dominate any nation of the Western Hemisphere 
could not be viewed in ‘‘any other light than as a manifesta- 
tion of an unfriendly disposition toward the United States’’. 

Thus was born the Monroe Doctrine—born to bitter crit- 
icism. In 1823, Europe was months away by sailing vessel; 
transportation of formidable military forces across the At- 
lantic was exceedingly difficult. The Latin republies were not 
fearful of Europe—they feared the United States, the ‘‘Colossus 
of the North’’, and interpreted the Doctrine as a Yankee safe- 
guard against competition in exploitation of South American 
peoples. And so the memory of James Monroe came to be hated 
by them. Many Americans, too, were in opposition, convinced 
that the Doctrine placed upon us an unwise obligation that in- 
vited war. 

But now, at the eighth Pan-Americay conference, at lima, 
Peru, of representatives from 21 countries of both American 
continents—including Secretary of State Hull and Alfred M. 
Landon for the United States—the delegation of Venezuela 
announces to all governments: ‘‘The moment demands that 
we undertake examination of the problem of continental se- 
curity . . . for America the moment has arrived to think and 
work continentally to unify its action and its methods of de- 
fense in the face of emergencies that might arise.’’ 

‘“The moment has arrived’’!—the moment that James Mon- 
roe previsioned generations before invention of the 300-mile- 
an-hour bombing plane! The moment has arrived, also, when 
universal and grateful recognition should be accorded James 
Monroe as one of the greatest of American Presidents—a 
prophet to be honored not only in his own country but in all 
the nations of this hemisphere.
